Heretofore it has 
been 
customary 


for the police, to notify owners of un- 
licensed dogs about the first of June to 
get out licenses lest they get into the 
meshes of the police, or their dogs suf- 
fer the penalty of the gas box. 


The law says that all dogs must be 


licensed on May 1 and does not say 


that the police must notify 
the 
dog 


owner to license his animal.

The suit is the first of the threatened 


legal proceedings growing out of

Ballinger-PIhchot inquiry. It was ru- 
mored about the court yesterday that 
Secretary-J3allingcr is prepared to in-

committee,

ther alleged to have testified that a 
man named Connolly stood on the deck 
of the steamship Republic just before 
she went down and trampled

women and children in an attempt to 
get to a life boat. 


When asked to identify the "Connol- 


,ly" referred to, it is alleged that Mr. 
Lawler said "he is an employe of Col- 
lier's Weekly and is a tall, slender 
man with a short gray moustache." 


This, Mr. Connolly says, describes 


him. 


Mr. Lawler is further alleged to have 


isald that he had considerable, contempt 
'for the "Connolly connected with Col- 
lier's Weekly any way and would not 
put him above anything of that kind." 


Mr. Connolly charges that this con- 


necting him with the person on board 
the Republic is false and that the ac- 
cusation was maliciously made. 


Mr. Connolly1 said also that at the 


time of tho loss of the Republic he 
was in Los Angeles. Cal.. many miles 
from the scene of the disaster.

The Engineering Xews for this month publishes an elaborate review 


of govprmnont by commission as adopted by 70 American cities. This plan 


of government originated as is well known at Galveston, Texas, after the 


great flood of 1900. 
Its success in thai city was so remarkable (hat many 


other cities wishing to rid themselves of 
unbusinesslike 
methods 
and 


political bodies adopted the coramisKon idea. 


This plan consisted originally of .five men, including the mayor of the 


city, its function being to transact the entire business of the city with an 
eye to economy and the best interests of the municipality. 
Gradually the 


commission idea was somewhat modified, many of the cities adopting it, 
engrafting upon it some local idea or some feature of the old system that 
the people wished to retain. The modifications in some cases consisted of 
reducing the number of members in the governing boards. 
In some cities 


that have not adopted the commission plan outright there 
has 
been 
a 


reduction in the size of the city council boards. 
Boston

example of this, its present city council consisting of but nine members, 
whereas formerly i(s aldermen and conncilmen numbered nearly 100. In j 
Massachusetts three cities, have adopted the commission idea, namely, '

pher P. Connolly, a lawyer of Montana 
and New York, and a well known writ- 
er for magazines, filed suit

superior court of the District of Co- 
lumbia to recover $20,'000 damages for 
alleged slander from Oscar Lawler, as- 
sistant 
attorney-general for the in- 


terior department. 


The suit, is the first of the threatened 


legal proceedings growing out of the 
Ballinger-Pinchot inquiry. It was ru- 
mored about the court yesterday that 
Secretary Ballinger is prepared to In- 
voke the law against some of his al- 
leged traducers. 


Tho basis of the actjon is the tes- 


timony alleged to have been given by 
Mr. Lawler before the Ballinger-Pin- 
chot .joint . committee, 
wherein 
Mr. 


Lawler is said to have referred 
to 


Mr. Connolly and others as "despic- 
able scoundrels who would stoop to 
any depth of degradation." He is fur- 
ther alleged to have testified that a 
man named Connolly stood on the deck 
of the steamship Republic just before 
she went down and trampled 
down 


women and children in an attempt to 
get to a life boat. 


When asked to identify the "Connol- 


ly" ^ferred to, it is alleged that Mr. 
tawler said "he is an employe of Col- 
lier's Weekly and is a tall, slender 
man with a short gray moustache." 


This, Mr. Connolly says, 
describes 


him. 


Mr. Lawler is further alleged to have 


said that ho had considerable contempt 
for the "Connolly connected with Col- 
lier's1 Weekly any way and would not 
put him above anything of that kind." 


Mr. Connolly charges that this con- 


necting him with the person on board 
the Republic is false and that the ac- 
cusation was maliciously made. 


Mr. Connolly said also that at tho 


time of tho loss of the Republic he 
was in Los Angeles, Cal., many miles 
from the scene of the disaster.

CITY 
GOVERNMENT 
BY COMMISSION 


The-Engineering News for this month publishes nn elaborate review 


of government by commission as adopted by 70 American cities. This plan 


of government originated as is well known at Galvcston, Texas, after the 


great /loud of 1900. 
Its success in flint city was so remarkable that many 


other cities wishing to rid themselves of 'unbusinesslike 
methods 
and 


political bodies adopted the commission idea. 


This plan consisted originally of five men, including the mayor of the 


city, its function being to transact the entire business of the city with an 
eye to economy and the best interests of the municipality. 
Gradually the 


commission idea was somewhat modified, many of the cities adopting it, 
engrafting upon it some local idea or some feature of the old system that 
the people wished to retain. The modifications in some cases consisted of 
reducing the number of members in Hie governing boards. In some cities 
that have not adopted the commission plan outright there 
has 
been 
a 


reduction in the size of the city council boards. 
Boston 
is a 
notable 


example of this, its present city council consisting- of but nine members, 
whereas formerly its aldermen iinrl councilmcn numbered nearly 100. 
In 


Massachusetts three cities have adopted the commission, idea, namely, 
llaverhill, Gloucester and Chelsea, while the c% of Boston has adopted it, 
in a modified form. It is but natural that the commission plan shftuld be 
most widespread in Texas where it originated, and accordingly there are 
in that state 17 cities that have adopted this new idea of government. 
Kansas cities to the number of 1C have also adopted this plan, while the 
btittcs of Iowa, Tennessee. North and South 
Dakota 
and 
California 


come next. 


In order to avoid the possibility of autocratic power by these small 


governing bodies the principle of the "recall," together with the initiative 
and referendum, have been embodied in the charters so that whenever there 
is any necessity for removing the commission the power lies in the hands 
of the people. Judging from the successful working of this new plan of 
municipal government (here is reason lo believe that it will become still 
more popular, aiul that'where it will not be adopted in its entirety some of 
the more important features will he engrafted upon the older forms of city 
charter. This change is going on rapidly in eliminating party politics and 
centering responsibility on executive heads, all of which, it is claimed, will 
make lor more economic government and better general results.

THE RAILROAD BILL 


important 
Amendment

Considered By Senate 


WASHINGTON, 
.May 
28,—At 
the 


last moment before "reaching the poin: 
of voting upon the railroad bill yester- 
dasv the senate took the important step 
of adding an amendment, placing in- 
terstate telegraph and telephone lines 
under Ihe supervision of the interstate 
commerce commission; This action was 
followed by an effort to restore a por- 
tion of section 12, affecting mergers, 
which heretofore was voted out. 


Both provisions were Introduced so 


suddenly as to surprise the senate, and 
the latter was considered BO Important 
that rather than vote upon it without 
more consideration than It was able to 
give tha senate took an 
adjournment 


until today. 


The action of the senate on tele- 


irraph nnd telephono companies Insures 
Iheir Inclusion In some form In the 
proposed law as the subject is covered 
in tht. Jiouse bill. 
The suggestion for the inclusion of 


telegraph 
and 
telephone 
companies 


within the control 
of the interstate 


commerce 
commission 
was made by 


Senator TMxon of Montana, but ulti- 
mately his amendment was superseded 
by one in simpler form which waff of- 
fered by Senator LaFollette of Wis- 
consin. 


Tho senate reached tho voting stage 


at 4 o'clock, after an animated debate 
which was carried on largely on the 
democratic .side of (the chamber and 
which dealt especially with the ques- 
tion whether the Dolliver amendment 
regulating the stock and bond Issues of 
railroads, was In accordance with the 
last democratic platform. 
Mr. Dixon's telegraph 
amendment 


WHS In tho exaol language of the tele- 
graph provision carried by the 
house 


bill, and it purported to re-enact the 
first section of the present interstate 
commerce law, with telegraph and tel- 
ephone companies added. 
It covered nine bill pages and much 


disapprobation against voting upon It 
without an opportunity for examina- 
tion was pressed. 
Kven 
Mr. Dlxon 


himself was unable to state whether 
the provision was an exact reproduc- 
tion of tho present law with the addi- 
tions mentioned, and a number of sen- 
ators protested against putting it to 
a vote. 
While the discussion was In progress 


Senator I/nFollctto busied himself with 
the 
preparation 
of 
an 
amendment, 


which was In form so simple and direct 
that senators could have no difficulty 
in comprehending it. Mr. Dixon Indi- 
cated a willingness to accept this pro- 
vision in place of his own, and it went 
through without even a division. The 
provision ns adopted Is as follows: 


"That telegraph nnd telephone com- 


panies (except wireless) transition of 
interstate business are hereby placed 
under the supervision and control of 
the Interstate commerce commission, 
subject to the provisions of an act to 
regulate. commerce approved Feb. 4, 
18S7, 
which are applicable thereto." 


The exception of wireless telegraph 


companies was made on tho suggestion 
of Senator Hoyburn. 


The result of this amendment had no 


sooner been announced than Mr. Brown 
of 
Nebraska 
arose to present his 


amendment reviving a portion of sec- 
tion 12. As presented his amendment 
prohibitn all common carriers from ac- 
quiring 
any interest 
whatsoever 
In 


the capital stock oC or purchasing or 
leasing any railroad which is competi- 
tive with that of the purchasing com- 
pany. 
A fine of $6000 is imposed for 


eaeh'day's violation of this provision. 


Then tho senate decided. 31 to 27, to 


adjourn the house, postponing action 
on the bill. 
The Dolllver amendment on which 


the first vote of the day was taken was 
lost by the decisive vote of 19 to 47.

CITY GOVERNMENT BY COMMISSION 


The Engineering News for this month publishes an elaborate review 


of government by commission as adopted by 70 American cities. This plan 


of government originated as is well known at Gnlve.ston, Texas, after the 


groat flood of 1900. 
Its success in tbat city was so remarkable that many 


other cities wishing to rid themselves of 
unbusinesslike 
methods 
and 


political bodies adopted the commission idea. 


This plan consisted oritrinnlly of (five men, including tho mayor of the 


city, its function being to transact the entire business of the city with an 
eye to economy and the best interests of the municipality. 
Gradually the 


commission idea was somewhat modified, many of the cities adopting it, 
engrafting upon it some local idea or some feature of the old system that, 
the people wished to retain. 
The modifications in some cases consisted of 


reducing the number of members in the governing boards. 
In some cities 


that have not adopted' the commission plan outright (here 
has 
been 
a 


reduction in ihc si/.e of the city council boards. 
Boston 
is 
a 
notable 


example of this, its present, city council consisting of but. nine members, 
whereas formerly its aldermen and conncilmen numbered nearly K10. 
In 


Massachusetts three cities have adopted 
the commission 
idea, namely, 


Haverhill. Gloucester and Chelsea, while ihe city/of Boston has adopted it 
in a modified form. 
It is but natural that the commission plan should be 


most widespread in Texas where it originated, and accordingly there are 
in that state IT cities that have adopted this new idea of 
government. 


Kansas cities to the number of 10 have also adopted this plan, while tho 
btutes of Iowa, Tennessee, North and South 
Dakota 
and 
California 


come next. 


In order to avoid the possibility of autocratic! power by these small 


governing bodies the principle of the "recall," together with the initiative 
and referendum, have been embodied in the charters so that whenever there 
is any necessity for removing Ihc commission the power lies in tho hands 
of the people. 'Judging from the successful working of this new plan of 
municipal government there is reason to believe that it will become still 
more popular, and that where it will not be adopted in its entirety some of 
the more important features will be engrafted upon the older forms of city 
charter. This change is going on rapidly in eliminating party polities and 
Centering responsibility on executive heads, all of which, it is claimed, will 
make for more economic government and better general results.

which was carried on largely on the 
democratic side of Ihe chamber and 
which dealt especially with tho ques- 
tion whether the Dolliver amendment 
regulating the stock and bond Issues of 
railroads, was in accordance with the 
last democratic platform.

tion of the present law with the addi- 
tions mentioned, and a number of sen- 
ators protested against putting it to 
a vote.

The exception of wireless telegraph 


companies was made on the suggestion 
of Senator Ileyburn.

tion 12. As presented his amendmeh 
prohibits all common carriers from ac- 
quiring 
any interest

A fino of J5000 is imposed for 


each day's violation of this provision. 


Then tho senate decided, 31 to 27. to

CITY GOVERNMENT BY COMMISSION 


Tho Engineering News for this raontii publishes an elaborate review 


of government by commission as adopted by 70 American cities. This plan 


of government originated as is well known at Galveston, Texas, after tho 


great flood of 1900. 
Its success in that city was so remarkable that many 


other cities wishing to rid themselves of 
unbusinesslike 
methods 
and 


political bodies adopted the commission idea. 


This plan consisted originally of five men, including; the mayor of the 


city, its function being- to transact the entire business of the city with an 
eye to economy and the best interests of the municipality. 
Gradually the 


commission idea was somewhat modified, many of the cities adopting- it, 
engrafting upon it some local idea or some feature of the old system that 
the people wished to retain. 
The modifications in some cases consisted of 


reducing the number of members in ihe governing boards. 
In some cities 


that have not adopted the commission plan outright there has 
been 
a 


reduction in the size of tho city council boards. 
Boston 
is 
a 
notable 


example of this, its present city council consisting of but nina members, 
whereas formerly its aldermen and councilrncr, numbered nearly 100. In 
Massachusetts three cities linvc adopted the commission idea, namely, 
Haverhill. Gloucester nnd Chelsea, while the city of Boston lias adopted it 
in a modified form.

BOSTON, May .28—After' an absence 


of four years the famous Cherokee In- 
dian case Involving the distribution of 
more than $1,000,000 to theso wards of 
the nation, returned today to the su- 
preme court of the United States.

THE RAILROAD BILL 


Important 
Amendment 
to Be 


Considered By Senate 


"WASHINGTON. May 
28,—At 
the 


last moment before reaching; tho poln: 
of voting upon the railroad bill yester- 
day the senate took the important step 
of adding nn amendment, placing In- 
terstate telegraph and telephone llnoa 
under <he supervision of tho interstate 
commerce commission. Tills action was 
followed by nn effort to renlore a por- 
tion of sp.ntion 12, affecting mergers, 
which heretofore was voted out. 


Both provisions wore introduced so 


suddenly as to surprise the senate, and 
the latter was considered so Important 
that rather than vote upon it without 
more consideration than it was able to 
give the senate took an 
adjournment 


until today. 


The action of the senate on tele- 


graph and telephone companies Insures 
their inclusion in some form In the 
proposed low as the subject is covered 
in th(, house bill. 


The suggestion for the inclusion of 


telegraph 
and 
telephone 
companies 


within the 'control 
of the Interstate 


commerce 
commission was made by 


Senator Dixon of Montana, but ulti- 
mately his amendment was superseded 
by one in simpler form which was of- 
fered by Senator I-i.Follcfte of Wis- 
consin. 


Tho senate reached tho voting stage 


at 4 o'clock, after an animated debate 
which was carried on largely on the 
democratic side of the chamber and 
which dealt especially with the ques- 
tion whether the Dolllvor amendment 
regulating the stock and bond Issues of 
railroads, wns in accordance with the 
last democratic platform. 


Mr. Dlxon's 
telegraph 
amendment 


was In tho exact language of the tele- 
graph provision carried by the 
house 


bill, and It purported to rc-enaot 
the 


first section of the present interstate 
commerce law, with telegraph and tel- 
ephone companies added. 


It Covered nine bill pages and much 


disapprobation against voting upon It 
without an opportunity for examina- 
tion was pressed. 
Even 
Mr. Dlxon 


himself was unable to state whether 
the provision was an exact reproduc- 
tion of the present law with the addi- 
tions mentioned, and a number of sen- 
ators protested against putting 
it to 


a vote. 


Willie the discussion was in progress 


Senator L,nFollette busied himself with 
the 
preparation of an amendment, 


which was In form so simple and direct 
that senators could have no difficulty 
n comprehending it. 
Mr, Dixon indi- 


cated a willingness to accept this pro- 
vision in place of his own, and it went 
through without even a division. The 
provision as adopted is as follows: 


"That telegraph and telephone com 


panics (except wireless) transition o 
interstate business ore hereby place

which are applicable thereto," 


The exception of wireless tolegrapl
